BIOMEDICAL  RESEARCH  INSTITUTE 

In  the  fall  of  1989,  the  plans  for  the  new  Biomedical  Research  Institute  were 
announced  officially  to  the  Louisiana  State  University  Medical  Center.  The 
Biomedical  Research  Institute  will  promote  the  recruitment  and  retention  of 
world-class  scientific  talent,  and  enable  Louisiana  to  contribute  significantly  to 
federal  biomedical  research  programs  operated  by  the  National  Institutes  of 
Health,  the  National  Science  Foundation,  the  Department  of  Energy,  and  other 
federal  Agencies.  The  Institute  will  enhance  the  development  of  High-quality 
medical  teaching  programs  and  an  outstanding  regional  health  care  delivery 
system.  The  Institute  will  produce  and  increase  flow  of  both  private  and  federal 
research  dollars  into  Northwest  Louisiana,  attract  more  and  better  qualified 
applicants  to  the  School  of  Medicine,  and  foster  increased  cooperative  research 
with  local  and  national  industries.  The  outcomes  of  research  conducted  at  the 
Institute  are  expected  to  lead  to  important  advances  in  medical  treatments  and 
diagnostics  related  to  cardiovascular  disease,  molecular  biology,  and 
neurobiology.  The  Biomedical  Research  Institute  will  not  only  be  a  great  asset 
to  Louisiana  State  University  Medical  Center,  but  it  will  also  prove  to  be  a 
success  for  the  entire  state  of  Louisiana.
